Hendrickson, who claimed to be a 
mender of “Jack” Walton's Okia- 
homa secret service, which he says 
was organized by the recently deposed 
governor, was in a deranged frame of 
mind when he was taken, protesting, 
to the Central station. 
About 6 o'clock last night Hendrick- 
son telephoned THs Tripunsand asked 
to see a reporter. He had been robbed 
by a “captain of police.” 

Locks Reporter in Room. 
As soon as the reporter had been 
admitted to his room the angry Okla- 
homan locked the door and announced 
that the young man would stay there 
until “something” happened. Then 
he produced three pages containing 
his recital of woe. 

On Thursday, the typewritten pages 
sald, Hendrickson quit his jcb as @ 
sheet metal worker for the Baltimore 
and Obio railroad. He was told to get 
hia pay at the Grand Central station. 
Immediately afterwards, he said, 4 
captain of railroad police rotibed him 
of the money. The story was inter- 
spersed with oaths and threats.
